His work, 
as a branch of Diocesan missionary 
labor began in 1882 under appoint- 
ment by the liishop of Central New 
York, and was later extended to the 
Diocese of Western New York by the 
bishop of thai 

He held himself in readiness to 
assist rectors in ministering to the 

deal within their parishes, in giving in- 
struction, interpret inn church services 
and in presenting the aims and objects 
of the mission to congregations, all in 
entire harmony with the work of the 
Church Mission to the deaf. In lime 
Mi. Berry became rector of various 
churches Of hearing congregations, but 
continued to maintain church services 
for the deaf at staled intervals. K.nli 
year his various activities assisted over 

700 deaf people in Central and North- 
ern New York. His work gradually 

extended beyond the limits of New 

York to include several Western states, 

'This led him as far as Soulh Dakota, 
where he was instrumentnal in estab- 
lishing and opening a school for the 
deaf which eventually ripened into the 

-I Stall- BChool at Sioux Falls.

Isaac Henry Moss, pioneer Balti- 
more' nurseryman and one of the lead- 
ing florists in the city for the last half 
century, died yesterday at his home, 
5316 York road. 

The 84-year-old Boris! established 
the first nursery in the Vicinity of 
Baltimore on a twenty-acre plot at 
GittingS and BeJlona Avenues in 1897. 
When he sold that property it was 
made over into one of the Rinehurst 
residential districts 

Mr. Moss was born in 1854 in 
C.ovanstown, then part of Baltimore 
county, on the estate of David Per 
ine, who owned much of what is now 
Homeland. He was educated in 
Govanstown and started his business 

in 1SS3 in a small shop in the 5300 
block of York road. 

He developed his greenhouses until 
he owned one of the largest floral 
concerns in the city. He also owned 
a florist shop on Bellona Avenue, 
Woodbrook, 

Mr. Moss was the recipient of many 
prizes and honors. In 1907 he won a 
gold medal for cut roses, carnations 

and chrysanthemums at the three 
hundredth anniversary of Jamestown, 
\"a. 

The University of Maryland award- 
ed him a certificate of merit in 1022 

"in recognition of distinguished 

achievements in promoting the devel- 
opment of agriculture and the inter- 
ests dependent thereon." 

Two years ago when the National 
flower Show was held in Raiting 
the Society "I American Florists, of 
i which he was a member, awarded him 
two gold medals for a display of 
orchids and for his spring garden 
exhibit. 

Mr Moss also was noted as one of 
the fust horticulturists to develop 
Oriental plant life in this area. 

hor forty years he was president of 
the GovanstOWn land, loan and 
Building Association, and was re 
1 by the inhabitants of the nel 

bprhood as one of its fust citizens. 

He was a thirty-second-degree Ma- 
son, was several limes president of 
the Florist Cub of Baltimore, and 

held memberships in the Rotary Club 

of Baltimore, the Tuscan lodge, and 
Ihe Royal Arcanum. He was also on 
Ihe hoard of trustees of the Kelso 
Home for Girls, ;i Towson orphanage, 
and the School lor the Deaf, at Fred- 
erick, and was a member of the 
official hoard of the C.ovanstown 

Methodist Episcopal Church.
